Vhlcti met at New Delhi would set up a sort 
of "-eastern union" and enunciate a "Hehru 
doctrine" lor their part of the world, Instead, 
they realflrmed their support of the United 
Nations. They aslted that the resolutions of 
the UN good offices committee be carried 
out. They gaked support of the securit y coun- 
cil, and agreed to rely on Its 'decisions with- 
out threat of Independent sanctions, at least 
for the time being. 

Tbe accounts of tho conference and the 
resolution It adopted were notable tor two 
things. One was the mature, responsible 
statesmanship which clearly marked the pro* 
ceedlngs. The other was the unity of purpose 
which Joined these delegations from Africa, 
Asia and the PacUlc. 

Their purpose waa to protect and extend 
Independence and self-determination of gov- 
- •mmtnt. Each country represented, from 
EtbliTjUa and Egypt to New Zealand and the 
PhlUpplQes, has known colonial or dependent 
status In its recent history. And each must 
hare seen In the Indonesian trouble the 
threat of continued foreign rule.
